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Willows for Prairie Windbreaks 


For a quick growing shelter 
belt or windbreak suitable for the 
prairie farm or garden, there is 
nothing better than the hardy 
varieties of tree willows. The best 
kinds are the Russian golden, the 
acute leafed willow and the laural 
leafed The acute leaf 
variety seems to be the hardest 
and is recommended for south- 
western Alberta in preference to 
others. : 


willow. 


A belt of willows can be started 
very cheaply. This variety rots 
quickly from cuttings, so that it 
is usual to set the cuttings im- 


mediately in their permanent 
positions. For a_ belt of several 
rows of cuttings should be set 


from three to four feet apart each 
way. If properly cultivated they 
will grow very rapidly and quick- 
ly cover the ground, so that no 
further work should be needed 
after the second or third season. 


For a single row the cuttings 
should be placed from fifteen 
_inches to two feet apart. Shoots 
from two to three feet should be 
made the first season. It would 
be advisable in the following 
‘spring to cut these shoots back 
almost to the ground in order to 
induce the plants to branch out 
thickly from the roots and thus 
make a better shelter. In the 
third season the new belt should 
provide good protection for the 
vegetable garden, Under prairie 
conditions, when only a single 
row is set out, cultivation wiil, of 
course, be necessary every year to 
obtain the best i1esults. In order 
to keep the belt within bounds 
and also to help thicken it up the 
ends of the growing side shoots 
may be trimmed off once or twice 
during the summer. 


The great advantage of the 
willows in a comparatively treeless 
country, where many new settlers 


pi N 


can ill afford to spend much 
money in nursery stock, is that 
they are so easily propagated. 
Any farmer having a few willows 
once established on his place can 
take cuttings from them every 
spring and extend his planting 
operations indefinitely without 
incurring further expence for new 
stock.—Canadian Horticulturalist
